. simple and will give you more vigorous plants and more profuse, more beautiful roses in your garden next June. 











Hybrid Teas and Floribundas 

Soon after the first killing frost, cut your plants 
back to 18 or 20 inches. Then apply J. & P. Rose 
Spray or Rose Dust to the bushes and to the soil 
around them.
